OVERVIEW  STATEMENT 

The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  is  responsible  for  the  administration  and  delivery  of  justice 
services  to  all  communities  in  Ontario.  The  Ministry’s  mandate  is  to  provide  an  accessible  and 
fair  justice  system  which  reflects  the  needs  of  the  people  it  serves.  The  Ministry  of  the  Attorney 
General  through  its  Criminal  Law  Division  prosecutes  all  matters  under  the  Criminal  Code  of 
Canada,  the  Young  Offenders  Act,  and  the  Provincial  Statutes.  Crown  Attorneys  and  counsel 
in  the  Criminal  Law  Division  conduct  prosecutions  throughout  the  province  and  provide  legal 
advice  io  uie  government  on  criminal  matters.  Lawyers  in  the  Civil  Law  Division  conduct  civil 
litigation  and  Provincial  Statutes  prosecutions  and  provide  advice  on  legal  matters  to  the 
government  and  its  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  The  Ministry  through  its  Constitutional 
Law  and  Policy  Division  also  advises  government  on  constitutional  questions.  The  Ministry 
co-ordinates  the  administration  of  court  services  in  Ontario,  operating  a  network  of  over  235 
court  offices.  Programs  administered  by  the  Ministry  include  the  Family  Support  Plan,  the 
Victim -Witness  Assistance  Program,  the  Drinking  and  Driving  Countermeasures  Office,  the 
Office  of  the  Official  Guardian,  the  Office  of  the  Public  Trustee  and  the  Special  Investigations 
Unit.  Administrative  agencies,  boards  and  commissions  overseen  by  the  Ministry  include  the 
Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner,  the 
Board  of  Inquiry,  and  the  Assessment  Review  Board.  The  Ministry  also  funds  the  Ontario  Legal 
Aid  Plan  which  is  administered  and  operated  by  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada.  The 
Ministry  initiates  and  manages  the  reform  of  laws  affecting  the  administration  of  justice  in 
Ontario.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Policy  Development  Division  develops  civil  justice  policy  for,  and  the  legislative  program 
of,  the  Ministry.  I^gal  and  policy  research,  analysis,  consultation  and  work  on  interministerial 
and  intergovernmental  committees  are  major  Division  activities.  The  Division  analyzes,  and  in 
some  cases,  initiates  proposals  for  law  reform,  and  assists  generally  in  the  transformation  of  law 
reform  ideas  into  legislative  and  administrative  action.  The  Division  produces  policy 
submissions  for  Cabinet  and  its  committees  and  works  with  Legislative  Counsel  in  the 
preparation  of  draft  bills  and  regulations.  The  Division  has  financial  responsibility  for  the 
Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan  in  addition  to  its  ongoing  legal  and  policy  functions.  The  Division  is 
also  responsible  for  a  number  of  Ministry  activities  in  relation  to  human  rights,  race  relations 
and  native  issues  and  administers  the  supervised  access  program. 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Division’s  major  functions  are  as  follows: 

•  Studying  and  analyzing  all  aspects  of  the  administration  of  justice  in  Ontario  and 
developing  civil  justice  policy  for  the  Ministry  and  the  government. 

•  Continual  review  of  the  approximately  120  statutes  administered  by  the  Ministry, 
proposing  reform  and  analyzing  suggestions  for  reform  from  the  Ontario  Law  Reform 
Commission,  the  public,  lawyers,  other  ministries  and  members  of  the  Legislature. 

•  Developing  the  legislative  program  of  the  Ministry.  This  process  begins  with  discussion 
on  suggested  legislation  with  senior  staff  members  of  the  Ministry.  Frequent  discussions 
are  held  and  position  papers  are  prepared  in  consultation  with  outside  groups  which  have 
an  interest  in  the  issue.  Policy  submissions  are  then  prepared  outlining  the  problems  and 
evaluating  all  government  options  for  discussion  and  decision-making  by  the  Cabinet 
Committee  on  Justice  and  by  Cabinet.  This  process  concludes  with  counsel  from  the 
Division  assisting  legislative  counsel  to  create  draft  bills  reflecting  Cabinet  decisions,  and 
preparing  compendiums  for  use  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

•  Advising  the  Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  during  the  legislative 
process  of  a  bill.  This  generally  involves  attending  the  Legislative  Assembly  with  the 
Attorney  General  or  Parliamentary  Assistant  to  assist  as  necessary  in  responding  to  issues 
raised  by  members  of  the  Legislature  about  the  bill.

•  Representing  the  Ministry  with  respect  to  initiatives,  committees  and  task  forces  on 
matters  related  to  the  legislative  responsibilities  of  the  Ministry,  and  in  the  areas  of 
human  rights,  race  relations,  access  to  legal  services  and  legal  aid. 

•  Carrying  out  the  Ministry’s  responsibility  for  the  Provincial  Legal  Aid  Plan  and 
administering  the  transfer  payments  to  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada. 

•  Coordinating  the  Supervised  Access  Pilot  Project,  consisting  of  fourteen  supervised 
access  centres  across  the  province  which  assist  non-custodial  parents  to  maintain  a 
relationship  with  their  children. 

•  Overseeing  the  implementation  of  the  Management  Board  Directive  on  Workplace 
Harassment  and  Discrimination  Prevention  until  this  function  moves  to  Finance  and 
Administration  Division  during  1994/95.

INITIATIVES 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  responsible  for  Bill  99,  the  Limitations  Act,  which  received 
first  reading  November  28,  1992. 

•  Counsel  is  reviewing  proposals  to  amend  the  Statutory  Powers  Procedures  Act  to 
improve  efficiency  and  effectiveness  of  decision-making  by  administrative  tribunals. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  a  member  of  the  Federal/Provincial/Territorial  Family  Law 
Committee  which  is  studying  the  issue  of  child  support  guidelines. 

•  Staff  in  the  Division  are  coordinating  the  Supervised  Access  Pilot  Project.  The  Ministry 
is  funding  fourteen  centres  to  provide  and  evaluate  supervised  access  services  as  part  of 
a  pilot  project  till  November,  1994,  by  which  time  a  Cabinet  decision  is  anticipated  on 
its  future  status. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  co-chairing  an  inter-divisional  committee  within  the  Ministry 
which  is  overseeing  and  coordinating  race  relations  initiatives. 

•  The  Division  continues  to  coordinate  the  Ministry’s  implementation  of  the  Management 
Board  Directive  on  Workplace  Harassment  and  Discrimination  Prevention  until  this 
function  moves  to  Finance  and  Administration  Division  during  1994-95. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  assisting  with  the  implementation  of  the  Substitute  Decisions 
Act  and  the  Consent  and  Capacity  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act,  both  of  which  received 
Royal  Assent  in  December,  1992.  These  Acts,  once  proclaimed,  will  facilitate  the 
making  of  personal  arrangements  for  future  incapacity  and  will  establish  a  back-up 
system  to  provide  for  substitute  decision-making  for  mentally  incompetent  adults.  They 
are  part  of  a  legislative  package  that  will  also  provide  for  non-legal  advocacy  services 
tor  vulnerable  adults  and  consent  to  health  care  services. 

•  Counsel  are  continuing  with  a  review  of  legislative  policies  based  on  spousal  status.

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  are  responsible  for  Bill  136  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  Statute  Law 
Amendment  Act.  The  bill  proposes  reforms  to  the  Ontario  Judicial  Council  (the  body 
which  investigates  complaints  against  provincial  judges),  entrenches  the  Judiciary 
Appointments  Advisory  Committee,  provides  for  the  expansion  of  the  Unified  Family 
Court  and  makes  a  number  of  other  improvements  to  the  judicial  system. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  continue  to  provide  advice  and  policy  assistance  to  the  Family 
Support  Plan. 

•  Counsel  provides  ongoing  policy  advice  and  support  in  relation  to  the  Provincial  Offences 
Act,  including  implementation  of  recent  amendments  to  the  Act. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  continues  to  chair  a  committee  reviewing  legislative  policies 
respecting  Construction  Lien  Act. 

•  Staff  provide  policy  support  to  Dr.  Roger  Wolffs  Committee,  which  is  examining  the 
regulation  of  public  accountancy  in  Ontario. 

•  Counsel  conduct  research  and  provide  policy  advice  in  order  to  improve  the 
representativeness  and  efficiency  of  the  jury  system. 

•  Staff  provide  support  to  the  Commission  on  Systemic  Racism  in  the  Ontario  Criminal 
Justice  system;  staff  are  preparing  to  respond  to  the  Commission’s  final  report  anticipated 
to  be  released  during  1994/95  fiscal  year. 

•  Counsel  is  a  member  of  the  Steering  Committee  of  the  ADR  Centre  established  in  1994 
as  part  of  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division).  The  same  counsel  is  also  examining 
how  government  can  best  use  alternative  means  of  resolving  its  own  disputes,  in 
consultation  with  other  ministries.

•  Counsel  is  coordinating  a  network  of  counsel  in  several  ministries  to  discuss  the  impact 
of  information  technology  on  their  clients’  legal  issues.  The  same  counsel  is  active  with 
the  Uniform  Law  Conference  of  Canada  to  ensure  consistent  statutory  treatment  across 
the  country  of  such  legal  issues  as  electronic  signatures  and  electronic  records  used  as 
evidence  in  court. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  are  working  with  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  to  increase 
access  to  the  profession  for  under-represented  groups. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  are  working  on  several  projects  that  seek  to  identify  ways  of 
containing  escalating  legal  aid  costs  while  preserving  and,  where  possible,  enhancing 
access  to  legal  aid  for  low  income  people. 

•  The  Division  continues  to  be  involved  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  justice 
projects  in  a  number  of  aboriginal  communities,  and  in  the  negotiation  of  community 
self-government  initiatives  in  the  justice  field. 

•  Division  staff  continue  their  involvement  in  constitutional  developments  with  respect  to 
the  inherent  right  of  aboriginal  peoples  to  self-government. 

•  Staff  are  involved  with  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan  in  the  continued  development  of  the 
NAN  Legal  Services  Corporation,  which  is  designed  to  provide  a  ’one  stop’  legal  service 
to  members  of  NAN  communities. 

®  Division  staff  are  providing  advice  and  support  to  the  development  of  an  Aboriginal 
Family  Healing  Strategy. 

•  Staff  are  working  with  agencies  which  contract  with  the  Ministry  to  deliver  native  court 
work  services  to  follow  up  on  the  recent  evaluation  of  the  Native  Courtworkers  Program. 
Staff  also  continue  their  involvement  in  the  recruitment  of  additional  candidates  for  the 
Native  Justices  of  the  Peace  Program. 

•  The  Division  now  houses  a  unit  (Aboriginal  Issues  Group)  to  coordinate  the  Ministry’s 
work  in  support  of  the  government’s  aboriginal  agenda.

In  addition,  the  Human  Resources  Branch  will  undertake  a  variety  of  other 
initiatives  to  enhance  client  service  as  well  as  increase  operational  efficiency  and  effectiveness 
in  support  of  the  role  transformation  process  currently  underway  in  the  Finance  and 
Administration  Division.

This  year  several  high  priority  projects  are  planned,  including:  the  continued  implementation  of 
the  ministry’s  technology  infrastructure  which  facilitates  ministry  communication  through  the  use 
of  electronic  mail  and  establish  the  basis  for  future  applications;  the  development  and 
implementation  of  computer  applications  which  support  key  ministry  initiatives  for  Family 
Support  Plan,  Integrated  Safety  Project  and  Substitute  Decisions  Act  and  the  development  and 
implementation  of  corporate  information  technology  policies  and  procedures,  such  as  those 
related  to  the  security  of  information  technology. 

Facilities  Services 

Facilities  Branch  continues  to  co-ordinate  and  implement  major  capital  projects  province-wide 
such  as  the  Brampton,  Cornwall,  Hamilton  and  Windsor  Courthouse  projects  and  will  be 
preparing  Treasury  Board  submissions  for  courts  consolidation  in  Durham  and  the  Metro 
Toronto  Courts  project.  The  Branch  continues  to  participate  in  the  Strategic  Planning  for  Court 
Facilities  as  well  as  the  review  and  amendment  of  the  Architectural  Design  Standards  for 
courthouses  through  monthly  consultation  meetings  with  the  General  Division  Justices’  Facilities’ 
Committee.  During  this  fiscal  year,  the  Branch  will  develop  standards  regarding  the 
architectural  requirements  for  Child  friendly  courtrooms.  The  Minor  Capital  projects  are 
designed,  co-ordinated  and  implemented  by  the  Accommodation  Section  of  the  Branch. 

Employment  Equity  Office  (EE) 

Employment  Equity  initiatives  will  be  directed  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Employment 
Systems  Review  (ESR)  and  requirements  under  Bill  79  with  a  focus  on  three  core  areas: 
workforce  data  management  &  planning,  education  &  training  and  programme  implementation. 
Key  initiatives  include  re-survey  of  the  workforce,  establishment  of  goals  &  timetables, 
development  of  an  EE  plan,  development  and  delivery  of  an  integrated  equity  training 
programme,  project  management  of  ESR  implementation;  establishment  of  EE  committees, 
develop  special  programmes/initiatives  for  designated  groups,  development  of  a  manager’s  guide 
on  accommodation,  monitoring  practices  for  equitable  practices. 

Anti-Racism  Unit 

The  Anti-Racism  Unit  is  mandated  to  identify  and  work  toward  the  removal  of  barriers  to  race 
equity.  The  foundation  for  successfully  achieving  this  goal  is  developing  through  training

programs,  community  liaison  and  outreach,  programme  and  policy  development  and  consultation 
on  a  number  of  Ministry  and  inter-ministerial  issues  related  to  the  Unit’s  mandate.  The  Unit, 
now  beginning  its  second  year  of  operation,  has  completed  training  of  approximately  400 
Ministry  staff,  has  conducted  two  Ministry-wide  conferences,  has  bi-weekly  lunch  information 
sessions,  has  consulted  on  a  number  of  corporate  initiatives  including  the  Employment  Systems 
Review  and  Structural  Review  process.  The  Unit  is  currently  establishing  a  provincial 
community  outreach  strategy,  employment  enhancement  programmes  for  racial  minority  staff, 
and  will  begin  constructing  a  policy  framework  for  anti-racism  for  the  Ministry. 

V/orkpIace  Discrimination  and  Harassment  Policy  (WDHP) 

The  WDHP  office  mandate  is  to  prevent  and  address  discrimination  and  harassment  in  the 
workplace  and  to  provide  support  to  individuals  seeking  information  and  remedies  under  the 
government’s  WDHP  policy.  The  office  is  participating  in  the  development  of  an  integrated 
equity  training  package  which  will  provide  all  Ministry  staff  with  training  in  workplace 
harassment,  anti-discrimination  and  employment  equity.  The  training  strategy  will  initially  focus 
on  training  managers  to  understand  their  obligations  under  the  WDHP  and  will  include 
specialized  training  for  workplaces  after  WDHP  investigations. 

French  Language  Services 

The  French  Language  Services  Branch  will  be  facilitating  and  monitoring  the  implementation 
of  the  French  Language  Services  Action  Plan  approved  by  the  Ministry’s  Senior  Management 
Committee  in  November,  1993.  The  Action  Plan  was  designed  to  improve  the  Ministry’s  ability 
to  serve  French-speaking  clients  in  a  responsive  and  proactive  manner  and  to  make  the  justice 
system  more  accessible  to  Ontario’s  francophone  community.  A  re-structured  French  Language 
Services  Council  and  a  newly  formed  Attorney  General’s  Advisory  Committee  on  French 
Language  Services  will  liaise  with  and  ensure  accountability  to  the  francophone  community. 

Audit  Services 

The  Audit  Services  Branch  continues  to  provide  to  the  Deputy  Attorney  General  and  program 
managers  a  systematic,  independent  review  and  appraisal  of  all  ministry  operations  and  the 
activities  of  its  agencies.  Initiatives  for  1994-95  include  consultation  with  senior  management 
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Audit  Services  (Cont.) 

and  the  Audit  Committee  in  setting  priorities  for  the  annual  audit  plan,  further  upgrading  of  EDP 
technology  and  related  skills  to  support  its  expanded  use  in  the  audit  process  and  continued  staff 
training  to  maintain  professional  standards.  Also  included  is  further  improvement  in  customer 
service  through  development  of  alternative  audit  approaches  to  maximize  effectiveness  with 
limited  availability  of  resources.

Division’s  Role  Transformation,  the  FOI  office  will,  in  consultation  with  its  clients,  examine  the 
existing  FOI  process  and  determine  the  feasibility  and/or  degree  of  role  transformation  given  the 
unique  aspects  of  the  program. 

Research,  Evaluation,  Law  Library  and  Central  Registry  Services 

Research  and  Evaluation  Services  consists  of  the  three  units:  Research  and  Evaluation,  the  Law 
Library  and  the  Central  Registry.  Research  initiatives  planned  for  1994-95  include  evaluations 
of  legal  aid  staff  offices  and  automated  court  reporting  projects.  The  Law  Library  continues  to 
expand  its  services,  and  will  begin  the  automation  of  library  services  in  1994-95.  The  Library 
will  be  closely  involved  in  integrating  and  co-ordinating  the  delivery  of  library  services  across 
the  Ministry.  The  Central  Registry  is  also  increasing  the  volume  of  its  services  in  response  to 
client  demand  and,  like  the  Library,  is  implementing  automation  in  1994-95.

INITIATIVES 

Planning  and  implementation  of  the  guardianship  program  will  be  the  central  initiative  for  the 
forthcoming  fiscal  year.  This  program  will  be  concerned  with  the  making  of  decisions  on  behalf 
of  adults  regarding  the  management  of  their  property  and  their  personal  care.  The  planning  phase 
for  implementing  this  program  will  be  completed  in  the  second  quarter  of  this  fiscal  year  to  aim 
for  full  operation  when  the  Substitute  Decisions  Act  is  proclaimed  in  early  1995.  This  will  also 
include  a  reorganization  to  reflect  the  full  responsibilities  of  the  Office  of  the  Public  Guardian  and 
Trustee. 

The  process  of  regionalization  of  services  will  commence  with  the  implementation  of  the 
Guardianship  program.  Three  regional  offices  will  be  opened,  locations  to  be  announced. 

Other  major  initiatives  include: 

•  Relocation  of  the  Office  is  projected  to  take  place  during  the  second  quarter  of  the  fiscal 
year. 

•  Various  initiatives  in  the  area  of  human  resources  are  underway  including  performance 
appraisals,  and  training  for  managers  and  staff  on  employment  equity,  anti-racism  and 
workplace  discrimination  and  harassment.  A  special  endeavour  is  to  be  made  to  fill  all 
vacant  positions. 

•  As  the  final  responses  to  the  Provincial  Auditor’s  Report  on  the  Trust  Administration 
Division  are  made,  additional  staff,  who  were  hired  in  the  previous  fiscal  year  of  1993-94, 
will  assume  full  trust  duties  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year.  This  should  result  in  better 
client  service  and  eliminate  backlogs. 

•  Policy  manuals  regarding  Trust  Administration  and  all  other  areas  of  the  office  have  been 
completed  and  put  into  use  by  staff.  A  full-time  training  co-ordinator  has  been  hired  to 
cover  all  aspects  of  operations.  A  comprehensive  training  plan  to  meet  all  requirements 
of  staff  is  being  formulated. 

•  An  Action  Plan  covering  all  areas  of  the  Office  has  been  devised  and  made  the 
responsibility  of  the  managers  in  each  working  section.  Along  with  the  assignment  of 
responsibility,  time  frames  have  been  set  for  completion  of  tasks.  The  results  will  ensure 
that  policies,  procedures,  standards  and  practices  within  the  Office  are  attained  and  will 
be  maintained  at  high  performance  levels.

This  office  is  the  depository  for  all  monies,  securities  and  mortgages  which  are  paid  into,  or  lodged 
with,  the  Accountant  of  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division). 

FUNCTIONS 

The  monies  deposited  with  the  Accountant  of  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division)  are  received  and 
disbursed  pursuant  to  judgments  and  orders  of  the  Ontario  Court  (General  Division)  in  accordance 
with  the  Courts  of  Justice  Act.  1984  and  other  relevant  statutes. 

The  Office  of  the  Accountant  of  Ontario  Court  (General  Division)  administers  41,000  accounts 
making  up  a  portfolio  of  $492  million  (1993-94)  as  follows: 

Minor’s  Accounts  31,644  Accounts 

Mental  Incompetents  260  Accounts 

Others  (awaiting  court  disposition)  9,096  Accounts 

The  majority  of  the  cases  handled  by  this  office  relate  to  infants.  This  office  also  holds  12,000  lien 
bonds/letters  of  credit  totalling  approximately  $120.0  million  pending  court  decisions. 

The  funds  deposited  with  the  court  are  pooled  and  invested  in  Federal  and  Provincial  bonds,  their 
guarantees  and  in  major  bank  securities.  Interest  rates  earned  on  investments  are  monitored 
regularly  and  the  rate  of  interest  paid  to  clients  is  reviewed  quarterly  based  on  the  interest  revenue 
earned.

Investment  Strategy 

•  The  second  year  of  the  strategy  will  continue  to  address  both  the  criminal  and  civil 
courts;  focusing  the  efforts  of  the  court  system  on  more  serious  and  complex  cases. 
Resources  now  invested  at  early  stages  in  the  prosecution  process  are  able  to  determine 
which  cases  need  to  proceed  through  the  full  court  process  and  which  can  be  resolved 
through  alternative  means  thereby  ensuring  effective  and  timely  movement  through  the 
system  for  those  cases  requiring  the  formal  court  process. 

•  Initiatives  under  the  Investment  Strategy  are: 

•  Diversion  (Adults  and  Young  Offenders)  -  Three  post-charge  diversion  pilot 
projects  in  Windsor,  Kingston  and  Thunder  Bay  and  one  pre-charge  diversion 
pilot  project  in  Ottawa,  which  began  in  November  1993,  will  continue  in  1994- 
95.  These  results  of  the  post-charge  diversion  projects  in  fiscal  93-94  indicate  that 
approximately  3%  of  criminal  charges  are  being  diverted  from  the  court  process. 

•  Crown  screening,  disclosure  and  pre-trial  resolution  discussions  are  now 
province- wide  practices,  fully  implemented  in  January  1994.  The  implementation 
of  these  initiatives  in  Toronto,  as  of  July  5,  1993,  resulted  in  significant  increases 
in  early  resolution  rates  together  with  declines  in  trial  rates. 

•  Videotaping  of  accused  statements  and  confessions  and  witness  statements,  and 
where  feasible,  the  videotaping  of  impaired  drivers,  province-wide,  will  be  fully 
implemented  in  Spring  1994. 

•  Fast  track  impaired  courts  will  commence  as  pilot  projects  in  Scarborough, 
Milton  and  Guelph  in  Spring  1994. 

Victims  Witness  Assistance  Program/Special  Prosecutions 

•  Victim/Witness  Assistance  Program  is  providing  services  for  the  victims/witnesses  in  the 
St.  John’s  Training  School  and  Prescott  prosecutions.  These  are  temporary  services  until 
the  prosecutions  are  completed,  which  is  anticipated  by  the  end  of  1994/95.

Seconded  Legal  Services  provide  legal  advice  and  legal  services  to  all  ministries  and  some 
agencies,  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Government  of  Ontario.  Most  ministries  have  legal 
branches  or  offices,  varying  in  size  from  two  lawyers  plus  support  staff  to  twenty  nine  lawyers 
plus  support  staff.  In  addition  to  Seconded  Legal  Services,  the  Executive  Co-ordinator  has 
responsibility  for  lawyers  who  are  employed  in  the  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints 
Commissioner,  Ontario  Native  Affairs  Secretariat,  Ontario  Municipal  Board  and  the  Family 
Support  Plan.  The  types  of  legal  work  being  performed  are  broad  and  varied,  covering  all 
aspects  of  solicitor  and  counsel  work.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

When  both  parents  share  the  financial  responsibility  for  their  children,  it  strengthens  the  parent- 
child  bond  and  removes  a  financial  burden  for  support  from  the  taxpayers  of  Ontario.  Payors 
who  have  entered  into  a  voluntary  arrangement  with  the  Plan  to  pay  support  arrears  and  those 
paying  through  automatic  wage  deduction  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  largest  ever  annual 
collection  of  support  monies,  over  $275  million  in  fiscal  1993-94.  This  includes  over  $42 
million  returned  to  the  Treasury  for  funds  previously  paid  out  to  families  as  social  assistance. 
While  collections  are  increasing,  the  administrative  costs  of  the  Plan  continue  to  decrease 
through  savings  realized  in  enforcement  activities,  enhancements  to  the  central  inquiry  system 
which  reduced  long  distance  costs,  and  the  implementation  of  a  direct  deposit  service  for 
recipients  which  improves  the  delivery  time  for  payments  while  eliminating  the  costs  associated 
with  cheque  mailing.  Enhanced  public  awareness  of  the  cost  that  must  be  borne  by  society  when 
parents  don’t  pay  support  and  improvements  to  existing  enforcement  tools  are  critical  elements 
to  the  continued  success  of  the  Family  Support  Plan.  This  awareness  will  also  assist  in 
collecting  the  $754  million  in  support  arrears  currently  owed  to  the  children  and  taxpayers  of 
Ontario. 

FUNCTIONS 

Eight  regional  offices  enforce  provisions  for  support  on  all  orders  and  agreements  filed  with  the 
Plan.  The  offices  are  located  in  Ottawa,  Thunder  Bay,  Sudbury,  Whitby,  Toronto,  Hamilton, 
London  and  Windsor.  A  centralized  inquiry/information  unit  supports  the  regional  offices  by 
responding  to  a  heavy  volume  of  callers  seeking  specific  case  information.  The  Plan’s  head 
office  is  the  strategic  centre  for  policy  and  program  planning.  Due  to  the  significance  and 
complexity  of  the  trust  service,  the  financial  area  is  also  managed  centrally,  safeguarding  the 
financial  integrity  of  the  Plan.  A  reciprocity  office  manages  the  transfer  of  support  orders  into 
and  out  of  the  province  for  enforcement.  The  Plan’s  resources  are  mainly  concentrated  on  the 
enforcement  of  support  obligations  with  custody  issues  representing  a  small  percentage  of  the 
business  activities.

The  Assessment  Review  Board,  established  under  the  Assessment  Act,  1968-69,  continues  under 
the  Assessment  Review  Board  Act,  R.S.O.  1990,  Chapter  A.32.  This  Board  is  a  quasi-judicial 
administrative  tribunal  which  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act  and  the  Municipal 
Act. 

This  Board  is  the  first  level  encountered  by  the  public  in  the  assessment  appeal  procedure. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  functions  of  the  Board  are  to  hear  and  determine: 

•  Complaints  against  realty  and  business  assessment  forming  the  basis  of  municipal  taxation 
in  Ontario. 

•  Complaints  and  appeals  against  school  support  assessments  for  school  board  taxation. 

•  The  apportionment  of  municipal  taxes  or  rates  applicable  to  individual  parcels  where  land 
has  been  assessed  in  one  block. 

•  When  authorized  by  a  municipal  By-law  (or  by  way  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a 
municipal  council),  applications  for  the  cancellation,  reduction  or  refund  of  municipal  taxes, 
and  applications  for  an  increase  in  municipal  taxes  where  gross  or  manifest  errors  have 
been  made  in  the  Collector’s  roll. 

In  addition; 

•  Collect  fees  effective  from  December  1,  1993  for  the  proceedings  brought  before  the  Board 
under  the  Assessment  Act  and  the  Municipal  Act  in  accordance  with  the  rates  of  fees  given 
in  Ontario  Regulation  603/93  made  under  the  Interpretation  Act. 

•  Collect  prescribed  fees  and  accept  appeals  against  decisions  of  the  Board  for  transmittal  to 
the  Ontario  Municipal  Board. 

•  Certify  the  assessment  rolls  of  each  municipality  in  Ontario  when  all  complaints  in  the 
municipality  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  Board.

LEGISLATION  AMENDMENT 


The  Board  has  initiated  the  process  for  the  enactment  of  an  amendment  to  the  Assessment  Act  under 
the  Omnibus  Bill  of  the  Attorney  General  to  delete  the  requirement  for  the  property  tax  payers  to  file 
complaints  each  year  upon  the  return  of  the  assessment  roll.  This  will  eliminate  the  need  for  the 
property  tax  payers  who  have  filed  complaints  with  the  Board  for  the  first  year  to  file  protective 
complaints  in  each  subsequent  year.  The  decision  of  the  Board  to  be  made  on  the  initial  year’s 
complaint  will  apply  to  all  subsequent  years’  assessment. 

This  amendment  to  the  legislation,  when  enacted,  will  prevent  a  rapid  escalation  in  total  complaint 
numbers,  which  otherwise  are  projected  to  reach  2,000,000  by  1997.  The  amendment  will  also  enable 
more  efficient  use  of  staff  and  other  resources  and  may  reduce  or  contain  operating  costs  in  future 
years.

•  Investigate  and  verify  the  evidence  that  is  submitted  in  support  of  the  claim. 

•  Hold  hearings  in  Toronto,  London,  Windsor,  Ottawa,  Sudbury,  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Thunder  Bay  and  Sioux  Lookout  and  determine: 

If  an  applicant  was  a  victim  of  a  crime  of  violence  (as  defined  under  the  Act). 

If  an  applicant  is  entitled  to  compensation  under  the  various  heads  of  damages  in 
the  Act  and  the  quantum  to  be  awarded.  Members  write  Board  Orders. 

•  Publish  an  Annual  Report  with  statistics  and  sample  Board  Orders  for  review  by 
interested  parties. 

•  Foster  close  inter-ministry  communications  with  crown  attorneys  and  victim-witness  co¬ 
ordinators  to  better  serve  victims  especially  those  victims  of  sexual  assault,  child  abuse 
and  spousal  assaults.

•  Conduct  initial  investigations  in  two  force  complaints  or  in  other  situations  as  mandated 
by  the  legislation. 

•  Order  hearings  before  the  civilian  board  of  inquiry. 

•  Provide  carriage  of  cases  before  boards  of  inquiry. 

•  Make  recommendations  concerning  police  practices  and  procedures  and  concerning  laws 
which  may  affect  the  resolution  and  prevention  of  public  complaints. 

•  Provide  access  to  the  complaint  system  through  an  extensive  outreach  and  information 
strategy.

INITIATIVES 

Development  of  a  case  management  system  undertaken  in  1992  utilizing  the  partnership  of  police  will 
likely  be  completed  in  1994-95.  This  system  will  ensure  that  shared  information  is  available  to  all 
parties  without  extensive  amounts  of  data  entry  duplication  occurring. 

During  the  fall  of  1993  and  throughout  1994-95  the  informal  resolution  pilot  project  was  established. 
This  project  was  established  to  develop  procedures  to  resolve  public  complaints  at  an  early  stage.  It 
seeks  to  establish  a  structure  for  accomplishing  informal  resolutions,  in  effect,  providing  a  formal 
process  for  achieving  informal  resolutions. 

The  OPCC  has  traditionally  utilized  links  with  community  organizations  as  a  means  of  bridging  the 
gap  between  itself  and  the  public.  The  benefit  to  the  office  and  the  public  from  such  linkages  is 
substantial  and  the  OPCC  is  committed  to  developing  a  more  structured  system  of  community  advisory 
networks  (CANS)  across  the  province  to  act  in  a  consultative  capacity  to  the  OPCC  regionally  and 
provincially.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  statutory  mandate  of  the  Board  of  Inquiry,  an  independent  quasi-judicial  administrative 
tribunal,  established  under  the  Police  Services  Act.  R.S.O.  1990,  Chapter  P.15  (Part  VI),  is  to: 

•  Hear  and  adjudicate  public  complaints  against  the  officers  of  the  municipal  and  provincial 
police  forces  in  Ontario  referred  to  the  Board  by  (1)  the  chiefs  of  police,  and  (2)  the 
Police  Complaints  commissioner,  and 

•  Review/hear  and  determine  appeals  of  police  officers  from  adverse  decisions  of  the  chiefs 
of  police  in  disciplinary  actions  arising  from  public  complaints. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  Board  of  Inquiry  hearing  panels  are  constituted  when: 

•  The  chiefs  of  police  refer  public  complaints  against  police  officers  to  be  heard  by  the 
civilian  Board  of  Inquiry. 

•  The  Police  Complaints  Commissioner  refers  public  complaints  against  police  officers  to 
be  heard  by  the  Board  of  Inquiry. 

•  Police  officers  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Inquiry  adverse  decisions  of  the  chiefs  of  police 
in  disciplinary  actions  arising  from  public  complaints. 

•  For  each  hearing,  the  Chair  constitutes  a  Board  of  Inquiry  by  assigning  three  members 
from  the  province-wide  panel  of  persons:  the  presiding  chair  of  the  hearing  (a  lawyer 
appointed  to  the  panel  on  recommendation  of  the  Attorney  General),  and  two  side 
members  (who  cannot  be  lawyers  or  police  officers),  one  who  was  appointed  to  the  panel 
on  recommendation  of  the  Police  Association  of  Ontario  and  one  who  was  appointed  to 
the  panel  on  recommendation  of  the  Association  of  Municipalities  of  Ontario. 

•  As  a  quasi-judicial  tribunal,  the  Board  of  Inquiry  hears  evidence  and  submissions  from 
the  parties.  If  misconduct  is  proven  on  clear  and  convincing  evidence,  it  may  impose 
a  penalty  on  the  police  officer  ranging  from  a  reprimand  to  dismissal.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit’s  (SIU)  statutory  mandate  is  to  investigate  circumstances  of 
serious  injuries  and  deaths  involving  a  member  of  the  public  and  the  police. 

The  SIU  is  the  only  provincial  body  with  this  authority.  The  Director  of  the  SIU  must  decide 
whether  to  lay  or  not  to  lay  charges  after  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  evidence  gathered 
during  an  investigation. 

The  legislative  authority  and  mandate  of  the  SIU  is  found  in  Section  113  of  the  Police  Services 
Act  (1990). 

FUNCTIONS 

The  Special  Investigations  Unit  was  created  in  1990  with  the  proclamation  of  Section  113  of  the 
Police  Services  Act.  Prior  to  its  creation,  investigations  into  police  occurrences  resulting  in 
serious  injury  or  death  were  investigated  by  the  police.  Public  concern  with  respect  to  police 
accountability  led  to  a  creation  of  SIU  as  a  civilian  based  investigatory  body  which  was 
mandated  to  independently  investigate  such  occurrences. 

When  a  member  of  the  public  suffers  a  serious  injury  or  death  arising  out  of  an  occurrence 
involving  a  police  officer,  the  police  service  involved  must  notify  the  Special  Investigations  Unit 
of  the  occurrence. 

Upon  receipt  of  notification  SIU  staff  will  determine: 

a)  If  the  incident  falls  within  the  mandate  of  the  SIU  and/or 

b)  If  it  is  necessary  under  the  circumstances  for  SIU  staff  to  respond. 

Once  the  Unit  has  invoked  its  mandate.  Section  113  (9)  of  the  Police  Services  Act  requires  that 
the  involved  police  service  shall  cooperate  fully  with  members  of  the  Unit  in  the  conduct  of  the 
investigation. (see  note  1)

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FUNCTIONS  (CONT’D) 

When  an  investigation  undertaken  by  the  Unit  parallels  or  overlaps  with  an  investigation 
conducted  by  an  involved  police  service,  priorities  with  respect  to  witness  interviews  and  the 
collection  or  inspection  of  physical  evidence  may  sometimes  have  to  be  established.  In  some 
cases  the  investigation  being  conducted  by  the  Unit  has  priority,  subject  to  certain  exceptions, 
(see  note  2) 

Once  the  investigators  have  completed  their  investigation,  they  submit  an  investigative  brief  to 
the  Director  for  a  determination  on  justification. 

The  Director  will  render  a  decision  and  report  it  to  the  Attorney  General.  The  Unit  will  issue 
a  news  release  on  the  Director’s  decision. 

NOTE  (1):  It  has  been  identified  that  Section  1 13  (9)  is  contentious.  The  difficulty  in  making 
a  determination  on  justification  on  an  investigation  when  the  "Charter  of  Rights 
and  Freedoms  issue"  arises  is  a  matter  of  contention  for  both  the  police 
community  and  SIU.  Ministry  officials  are  currently  looking  at  this  issue  and  is 
committed  to  full  consultation  with  all  stakeholders. 

NOTE  (2):  This  provision  can  be  found  in  the  Standard  Operating  Agreement  (April  1992). 

There  is  a  committee  chaired  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  that  is 
currently  reviewing  the  existing  Standard  Operating  Procedure.  Once  this 
committee  has  concluded  its  work  any  recommendation  arising  will  be  the  subject 
of  consultation  before  they  are  implemented.  It  is  the  objective  that  the  work  of 
the  committee  will  result  in  a  workable  Standard  Operating  Procedure  which  is 
acceptable  to  the  public,  the  police  community  and  the  SIU.

PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

An  ongoing  commitment  from  the  SIU  management  to  maintain  professional  development 
for  investigative  staff  members  of  the  SIU.  Staff  will  be  encouraged  to  attend  courses  at 
Ontario  Police  College,  Canadian  Police  College,  various  seminars  held  at  numerous 
police  services  throughout  the  province  and  in-house  speakers  and  instructors. 

REVISED  STANDARD  OPERATING  PROCEDURE  COMMITTEE 

The  establishment  of  a  committee  to  examine  the  current  Standard  Operating  Procedures 
(SOP)  chaired  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  will  embark  on  consultation  with 
all  affected  SIU  stakeholders  (police  and  community).  Public  consultation  will  take  place 
in  the  second  quarter,  with  an  implementation  period  during  fourth  quarter. 

IMPLEMENTATION  OF  AUDIT  AND  EVALUATION  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Recommendations  contained  in  the  audit  and  evaluation  and  that  are  within  the  SIU’s 
purview  will  be  implemented  and  a  status  report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General 
by  the  third  quarter. 

PROVINCE  WIDE  COMMUNITY  AND  POLICE  PUBLIC  AWARENESS  PROGRAM 

A  community/police  outreach  plan  will  be  in  place  within  the  SIU.  The  objective  of  the 
plan  is  to  maintain  a  relationship  and  build  new  alliances  with  racial  and  visible  minority 
groups,  native  organizations,  police  associations  and  organizations.  Chiefs  of  Police  and 
public  interest  associations  and  special  interest  groups. 

Initiatives  will  include: 

Community  outreach  with  local  Chiefs  of  Police,  community  leaders  and 
media  outlets  across  the  province 

Speaking  engagements  to  community,  police  and  legal  organizations 
Mass  mailing  of  new  initiatives 
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INITIATIVES  (CONT’D) 

ENHANCED  PUBLIC  INFORMATION  PROGRAM 


The  SIU  will  be  embarking  on  an  enhanced  public  information  program.  The  objective 
of  this  program  is  to  maintain  a  consistent  information  network  with  SIU  stakeholders  and 
the  public.  Initiatives  include: 

Public  relations  tools  (i.e.  brochures,  pamphlets,  public  information 
package)  indicating  mandate,  history,  operation  and  structure  with  the  SIU.

SIU  to  embark  on  the  development  of  a  "work  profile  system"  that  is  geared  to  the 
operation,  environment  and  job  specification  of  the  unique  position  such  as  SIU 
investigator.  Implementation  of  this  work  profile  system  is  on-going. 

SENSITIVITY  TRAINING 

Along  with  maintaining  on-going  race  and  cultural  training,  SIU  will  expand  its  sensitivity 
training  to  include:  Ontario  Human  Rights  Code,  homophobia,  anti-semitism,  people  with 
disabilities,  and  aboriginal  concerns. 

LEGISLATIVE  AMENDMENTS 


In  April  1993,  the  SIU  was  transferred  at  the  direction  of  Cabinet  to  the  Ministry  of  the 
Attorney  General  on  an  interim  basis  until  the  transfer  is  secured  by  amendments  to  the 
Police  Services  Act. 
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
